MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD: 





SUBJECT: Suicide of Frank OLSEN, 
Army Civilian Employee, Camp Dietrich. 


1. Iwas called by telephone at 5:00 A.M. this date by a CIA Officer 
and asked to mect with him, Dr. Gibbons and Dr. Sidney Gottlieb 
in the latter's office in Quarters Eye. Il arrived there about 5:46 and was 
told the foilowing story: 


2. Mr. Robert V. Lashbrook,’ a TSS employee, had been in New York 
City on two occasions during the last week accompanying Subject, who was 
taking psychiatric treatment from a Dr. Abramson. Oisen is a civilian 
employce of the Chemical Corps at Camp Dictrich, The arrangements for 
Olsen to proceed to New York were made hy Colonel Vincent Ructte (sp. ), 
the officer in charge of Special Operations at Camp Dietrich, and at the 
suggestion of Dr. Gottlicb. The latter stated that he suggested Dr. Abramson 
duc to the fact that the latter is a cleared consultant of both this Agency and 
the Chemical Corps, and that the sensitive nature of Olsen's work, part of 
which he was performiny for TSS, meade this appear desirable. 








3. Dr. Gibbons stated that Olsen had been treated five or six limes 
during the last week by Dr. Abramson. OJsen azd Lashbrook returned to 
the Washin; toa area for Thanksciving but went back to New York City for 
further consultation with Abramson. Yesterday, ABramson decided that 
Olsen should te placed in a sanitarium for treatment for a period and 
apparently arrancements were made with a sanitfarium near Rockville, 
called Chestnut Hill. Gottlicb reported that Subject had stated he was 
willing to take this treatment. Mase ita eae 








4. Last night, Lashbrook and Olsen had a room at the Statler Hotel. 
At 2:30 A.M. Lashbrook was awakened by a crash, awoke and found that 
somcone had dived through the window, blind, elass and all. Olsen was 


missing from the room. \ 


5. It appears that Lashbrook called Gottlieb before he called the desk. 
He then called the desk and police from the lith Precinct arrived shortly. 
Lashbrook told the police of the employment of Olsen by Army. He told 


“them that he, Lashbrook, was a Government employee wno had been 


associated with Olsen. Lashbrook had an AGQcard and also a CIA badge 


on his person. Police made notes of identifying data on both Lashbrook: 
and the body. 


6; When I arrived in Gottlieb's office, he was talking to Lashbrook, 
who had called from a pay Stationin the Statler. I told Gottlich to tell 
Lashbrook to take another room at Statler and await later phone call from 
us. : z é 

7. questioned Dr. Gibbons and Dr. Gottlieb at some Icngth on certain 
matters which had occurred prior to this incident and which will follow later 
in this memorandum. 


8. I then told Gottlicb to call Lashbrook at his room, which turned out 
to be Room 488 and to tell him Special agent of the Department 
of Defense would call on him at 8:00 A.M. to assist and follow any future 
dealings or interviews with the police. I then sent word of the incident to the 
agent and made the necessary arrangements with him. 


EVENTS OCCURRING PRIOR TO THE SUICIDE: 
———<—<—<—————— 


9. In my-questioning of Drs. Gibbons and Gottlicb, they related the 
following events which preceded this incident. 


10. It appears that on Wednesday and on Thursday, November 18th and 
19th, a group of persons from Camp Dietrich and from TSS assembled ata 
cabin (two-story iog Rouse) at Deer Creck Lake. Gottlich stated there were 
seven men from the “Special Operations" of Camp Dietrich and three men 
from TSS. The latter were Gotlieb, Lashdrook and Hutches of TSS. Gibbons 
stated that tie TSS liaison and connection with the'Special Operations" had 
been kept "EYES ONLY" to a very few persons both in CIA and at Dietrich. 
He said it was known to Generals Bullene and Creary of the Chemicai Corps. 
It appears that the purpose of this liaison and connection was to discuss and 
work on matters of mutual intcrest in the sensitive and covert ficlds. 
Gottlieb said the Dietrich group had meetings once or twice a year at the 
log-house referred to above. 


ll. In any event, it appears that the entire group had assembled at 
Deer Creek Lake by Thursday. On Thursday evening, it was decided to 
experiment with the drug LSD, and for the members present to administer 
the drug to themselves to ascertain the effect a clandestine application 
would have on a meeting or conference. Gottlicb stated a ''very smail dose" 
of LSD was piacecd in a bottle of cointreau and that all present except two 
of the persons had a drink thereof. This included Gottlicd and the Commandin: 
Officer of Special Operations, Colonel Vinson Ructte (sp?). Olsen also was 
‘included in the group. ve 








12. Gottlieb reported that the drug had a definite effect on the group 
to the point that they were boisterous and "laughing" and they could not 
continue the mecting or engave in sensible conversations. Gottlieb asseris 
that the meeting broke up about 1:00 A.M. Friday morning. He stated 
that Olsen among others complained of wakefulness during the night. 
Gottlieb stated he drove home Friday morning as did Olsen. 


13. On Tuesday, 24 November, it appears that Colonel Ruette called 
Gottlieb and stated that Olsen appeared mentally depressed and evidently 
expressed some concern about him. Gottlicb then suggested that Lashbroo! 
take Olsen up to New York City to be treated by Dr. Abramson. From that 
point, there were the series of psychiatric treatments and plan to hospitali 
Olsen as narrated above. : 


14, Whenlarrived, Gottlieb had alread’ communicated with Dr. 
Abramson, Gottlich told me that Abramson said that Olsen's condition 
was one that existed prior to the events of 18 and 19 November. It should 
be recorded that Dr. Abramson has bcen experimenting with LSD on behalf 
of TSS. Gottlieb reiterated many times that outside of the boisterous effec 
and the inability to think properly, LSD has no harmful or permanently 
injurious effects. ‘

SUBJECT: Use of LSD 


1, Pursuant to your request, Dr. Willis Gibbons, Chief, TSS, 
was contacted on the evening of 30 November 1253 concerning points 
hercinafter noted. i 


2. Dr. Gibbons has impounded all LSID material in CIA Head- 
quarters ina safe adjacent to his desk. No one clse has the combi- 
nation to this safe; the material was so impounded on 29 November 
1953. 


3. Dr. Gibbons stated that he is stopping any LSD tests which 
may have been instituted or contemplated under CIA auspices. A 
cable will be sent to the field on 1 December 1953 to this effect. 


4. Only two (2) field stations, Manila and Atsusi, have LSD 
material. There is none in Germany although Mr. William Harvey 
recently expressed interest in the subject. A cable to the field on 
1 December 1953 will instruct the field as to non-use and request 
data as to how much is on hand and who has custody and access, 


5. CIA has furnished a limited quantity of LSD to Mr. George 
White, Chief of New York District, Narcotics Division, Treasury 
Department. Dr. Gibbons does not now know the exact amount in 
Mr. White's possession. White is fully cleared according to Dr. 
Gibbons. 


6. In summary, LSD material over which CIA has or had 
distributive responsibility is located in four places: (a) Dr. Gibbons' 
safe, (b) Manila, (c) Atsugi, and (d) that in possession of George 
White. Exact amounts in each location are not yet available. 


7. There are several "grants in aid" units and individuals in 
the United States doing research with LSD. None of these received 


a a 


material from CIA; some know of the CIA interest and furnish reports 
to CIA. Only volunteers are used. While some of the work is done 
with knowledge of CIA interest, it does not appear to be done under the 


auspices of CIA. 








8. Dr. Gibbons said there is very little or no correspondence, 
either internal or external on the subject, but that he would collect 
such as existed for the Inspector General. 


9. Dr. Gibbons was also asked to collect and have carried to the 
Inspector General all reports on the use and effects of LSD. He thought 
by this cefinition he would have a drawer full of papers. 


10. Dr. Gibbons was asked to prepare a list of known clinical 
grants in aic units and indivicuals in this country engaged in LSD re- 
search, It appears that Dr. Abramson has experimented with this 
drug. : 


11, Dr, Gibbons was not clear as to the mechanics of CIA acqui- 
sition of LSD but said he would cet the answers. The material is not 
under Feceral U.S. Governmental control to the best of his knowledye, 
It is an ex imental Gruy, and as such, is not allowed to be sold in 
this country. Most LSD obtained by CIA comes from the Eli Lilly 
Company with head offices in Incianapolis, Indiana, Dr. Gibbons 
thought some might have been obtained from other parties but he was 
not certain, The Eli Lilly Company apparcntly makes a gift of it to 
CIA, Dr. Gibbons ¥ not certain whether the company brought it 
here, to a cut-out arrangement, or whether it is picked up in Indi- 
anapolis, The manner of reccipting for the material is not clear. 









12. Answers to the questions asked by the Inspector General 
.Which are not given by the above are being obtained by Dr. Gibbons 
and will be furnished as soon as he is able to get them to this Staff.

8. CIA officer has discussed use of something of this 
type with experts from Camp Dietrich and they had all agreed 
that an unwitting experiment would be desirable. The LSD was given 
to all of the ten at the camp except one (who doesn't drink) 
and one other who has a heart condition, both of Camp Dietrich. 
About 20 minutes after giving the dose the CIA officer told 
them what they had been given. They all agreed that it was 
an interesting experiment and there was no adverse comment. 
Only after Olsen committed suicide was there any reaction 
adversely to the experiment itself. 


9. According to Chief TSS, Olsen has a history of 
mental disturbances. Last summer he apparently told his 
wife that he was upset and she suggested he see a doctor. He = 
objected to being made division chief because of a fear he 
couldn't do the job, and after receiving the job shortly thereafter 
asked to be relieved. On the Monday following the experiment 
he told his Army chief that he expected to be fired or asked 
to resign. He then went up to New York with the TSS employee 
and saw the psychiatrist. After several trips between New 
York and Washington, the psychiatrist finally came to the 
conclusion that Olsen should go to a sanitarium. On Friday 
night, November 27, Olsen at dinner with the TSS employee 
in New York appeared to be completely rational and discussed the 
time they would have to get up in the morning to get the train, 
etc.

SUBJECT: Conversation with Dr. Willis Gibbons of TSS re Olson Case 


1. All LSD is in Gibbons' safe for which he only has combination. 


2. Preparing cables to field to find out who has custody and 
access. Atsugi and Manila. Issuance done only with Gibbons or 
Drum's concurrence and use only with DD/P approval. Bulline wanted 
work broadened to include biological as well as chemical. 


3. Man in Bureau of Narcotics has some. Has good access to 
criminal types in N. Y.--George White--expert for Kefauver Commission 
and close friend of Halley. Now out of town. Got it from us. 


4. Grants-in-aid to Dr. Harold Abramson, 133 East 58th. Dr. 
Robert Hyde, Boston Psychopathic Hospital. U. S. Public Service 
Hospital, Lexington, Kentucky (Dr. Harriss Isbell). Dr. Carl Pfeiffer, 
Department of Pharmacology, University of Illinois, School of Medicine, 
Chicago. Lilly has been trying to make it. Another trying by radio- 
active to see what part of body it works on. These are top secret 
cleared. Got grant from a foundation to work through. Is overt. Use 
voluntary subject. Give us reports. Would go on normally but we 
insure it does. Abramson is a psychiatrist and his people are 
abnormal. Rest are normal. 


5. Acquisition. Not classified as narcotic--organic chemical. 
Don't purchase it--because an experimental can't be sold in U. $. 
Has been doled out by Sandoz Co. of Basle. With one exception LSD 
has been given to us--Gottlieb and Lashbrook, Eli Lilly and Co. has 
given us some. 


6. Correspondence and memorandum. Have file cabinet drawer 
full. Don't believe any reports addressed to Agency. DD/P has one 
memo on subject. Gottlieb's trip to Far East. Mentioned in reports of 
monthly progress-- is pseudo. ‘ 


7. Lashbrook (TSS), Hughes (OP), Gottlieb (TSS), Alfred Ulmer 
(SI), Harold Cooper (PP) all have had it. De Florez, Gibbons, Drum 
and Roosevelt all know about it. Also Wisner, Helms, Barnes and Scott 
and Field of the I & R Staff. 


8. Gottlieb had discussed use of something of this type with 
experts from Camp Dietrich and they had all agreed that an unwitting 
experiment would be desirable.

It wes the SUBJECT's fe2Ling that he actually 
had no ulcers and that he therefore believed that he was cheating the 
government. in this connection, L’ CK stated that the SUBJECT 
would listen to no reasonatle solution to his problen. tie stated that 
Colonel RU had tecone aware of SUNJECT's condition and surrested 
that something be done about it. As a result, on 2), Novanber 1653, 
Colonel RUST, LASHSRCOK and the SUBJECT came to New York to consult 
with Dr. Si20LD A. ADRA“SON who has offices at 133 East 5Cth Street, 
New York City, and who resides at h7 tlew Street, Cold Sorinz Harbor, 
Long Island, New York. The three consulted with Dr. ADRANSON on 2h 
and 25 Novenber 1953 and on the nicht of 25 Novexber all three went 

to the Hotel Statler with the intenti me for Washington, 
D.C., at about 7:30 a.m, 26 November. At about 5230 aem., Colonel 
RUWST and LASESRCCX arose and were unable to find the SUBJICI. They 
proceeded to the lobby of the hotel and found SUSJECT there. The 
SUBJECT told them that he had been “wandering araund for a while." 
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He also told them that he had torn up what paper money he had and 
various pepers in his wallet. He also.indicated that he then threw 
the wallet away. He was unable to indicate where he had discarded 
the above articles. Colonel RUW=ET, Er. LAS: XK and the SUBJECT 
returned to Washinston, D.C., on the morning of the 26th. The SUB- 
JECT's condition was such that it was considered advisable that they 
return to New Yor* immediately for further consultation with Dr. 
APRAMSON. Colonel RUWZT remained in Washington and LA! 200K and the 
SUBJECT returned to New York, arriving at La Guardia Airport at about 
2:00 pom. They proceeded by taxi to Dr. AERANSCI's residence, 

h? New Street, Huntington, Long Island, arrivine there at about 

h:00 pem. After about a one-hour consultation, LASKSR0CK and the 
SUBJECT went to the Anchorage Guest House at Cold Spring Harbor where 
they remained overnicnt. At about 8:15 asm. on 27 November 1953, 

Dr. ASRANSC!! met LASHEROCK and the SUSJECT at the Anchorage Cuest 
House and drove them to Or. ADRASoI's New Yor’ office at 133 Zast 
S8th Street. There w2s a further conference in which ail three 
participated and it was Dr. ADAANSCN's sucrestion that the SUBJECT 
go to a hospital for treatment. LASHEROOK stated that SUBJ=CT 
indicated that this was agrszable to him. Dr. A “! then contact~ 
ed the Chestnut Locce at Rockville, Maryland, and mace arrcengements 
for the SUBJECT, accompanied by LASHEROCK, to be there at noon on 

2€ November 1953. The Chestnut Lodre was decided upon after tele- 
phonic discussion between Dr. ABRAMSON and Dr. COTTLIzR. LASKSROOK 
identified Dr. GOTTLIEB as Dr. SID GOTTLI=3, his (LA K's) super= 
visore ter the conference and on the afternoon of 27 November 1953, 
LASHB2OOK and the SUBJECT returned to the Hotel Statler and checked 
in. They watched television for a while and then went to the hotel 
cocktail lounse where each had two martinis. Taey later had dinner in 
the hotel's main dining room. LASHDROCK stated that no other alcoholic 
beverages were consumed by either of theme LASHBROCK stated that at 
this time, the SUBJECT appeared cheerful and in a considerably better 
mood. Shortly before 10:00 p.m., the SUBJECT telephoned his wife. 

He stated that the SUBJECT appeared reluctant to discuss his condition 
with his wife. LASHBROOK added that the SUBJECT's wife had had 
psychiatric care early this year. At about 10:00 pem., the SUBJECT 
and LASHERCCK returned to their room. They had Room #1018 which con- 
tained twin beds. LASHSRCOK stated that shortly after 10:00 p.m. 

he called Colonel RUWST who agreed to meet them at the plane arrival 
at Washineton at about 9:30 a.m., 28 November 1953. LASHEROCK and 
the SUBJECT watched television in their room wmtil about 11:00 p.m, 
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LASEBROOK stated thet the SUBJECT ronarked that he felt more relaxed 
than he had for a long time. Both then. went to bed and LASHERCOK 

fell asleep. stated that recalling that the SUBJECT had 
"disappeared" before, he, LASHZZOCQK, took the bed nearest 

the door. LASE=200X stated that he was unable to fix the time 
definitely but tnat about 2:30 a.m. he heard a loud crash of glass. 

He said that the SUBJECT had jumed throuch the window shade and the 
glass and landed on the sidewalk of Seventh Avenue, across the street 
from Pennsylvania Station. He repeated that his estimate of the time 
was not accurate and that "that tine may be way off." He stated that 

he imrediately, and before r2porting to anyone else, teleohonically 
contacted his superior, Dr. COTTLT=B, at his home, telephone VIZINA 
(Virginia) 15h, and told him what had happened. He then reported the 
dncident to the hotel t2leprone operator. LASHEROOK said that innediate- 
ly afterward he called Dr. A "i who "wanted to be kept out of the 
thing completely." Shortly erward, some uniformed police officers 
and hotel «: ees came to his room. LASHERCOK stat2d that ne did 
not obtain t « He told the police at that time that he did 
not know way tne SUEJECT nad jumped and indicated to them that he 
kmew the SUBJECT suffered from ulcers. The uniformed police made a 
search of the room and found no papers belonging to the SUBUJi ith 
one exception. LASZ=2COX said that this was a letter to the 
from the Veterans Aciinistration concerning a lapsed insurance volicys 
This was in LASH=RCOZ's suitcase. He explained that on Thursday night, 
the 26th, the SUBJECT had thrown the letter into a waste paper basket 
and LASHE200K had retrieved it. ‘While the police were in the room, 

Dr. ABRAMSON called back and indicated that he nad changed his mind 
about wantins to be "left out completely," and would assist. LASHEROOK 
stated thit no one exhibited any curiosity about this call. He stated 
that he observed that durine the first call to Dr. ABAAMSON the 
doctor's voice was loud and clear. Durins the second call, he could 
not hear the doctor very well and speciilLated on the possibility of a 
tapped wire. Yollowine a search of the room by the police, LASHEROOK 
was requested to ro to the police station house at 138 iiest 30th Street 
to identify the body. At the station house, he was interviewed by 
Detectives WARD and HULLSS of the lhth Detective Sauad. The detective 
asked him to turn out his pockets. LASHEROOK stated that among his 
papers there wore airline tickets for the trips that he and the SUB- 
JECT had taken within the past few days and a receipt on plain white 
paper for 5115.00 dated 25 November 1953 and simed by JOM! MULHOLLAND. 
The receipt indicated "Advance for Travel to Chicago." There was also 
@ post card with Colonel 2UWST's address appearing as follows: "Vince 
Ruwet, 100 Rosemont Avenue, phone Monument 3-31692" LASHEROOK said 
that his papers included some hotel bills and also a paper with the 
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address of the Chestnut Lodze in Rockville, Maryland. This latter 
paper was retained by Detectives WARD and MULLE=. Among LASKSROCK's 
papers examined by the detectives, there was one which contained 
Dr. ABRAMSOi's office and nome addresses and telephone numbers. 





LASHERCOK stated that this inrormation was conied by Detectives 

WARD and MULISS and thoy asked him who G.¥., NH. and J.M. were. He 

indicated that he preferred not to identify then because of security 
reasons and the matter was pressed no further by tne detectives. 
LASHBROOK identified G.“%. to the reporting agent as another 
eoyernment official. He 
Said that 4.4. 
LASHEROOK id ntified J.M. as Pee 
Daring the interview by the detectives, LAS: ERCOK Stated that he 
told thon he was employed by the Denartaent of Defense and exhibited 
his AGO card for identizication. He said that the police requested no 
details concerning his superior or office location and that he 
volunte2red none. He gave tae detectives his California home address, 
1115 Montrose, So1zth Pasadena, which is whore his parsnts reside, and 
his Washincton, D.C., address, Ant. 109, 1633 New Hamoshire U.W. 
LASHBROOK stated taat he told the detectives that the SUBJECT was 
employed at Canp Dietrick, Frederick, Maryland, that Colonel VISCiHT 
RUWET was the person taere to be notified and <hat the SUBJZCT came 
to New York witn the knowledge of Colonel RUWJZT and SUBJZCT's wifee 
LASHB200K stated that he gave no details of SUNECT's exployment at 
Camp Dietrick. He indicated to tne police tnat he, LASHERCOK, was 
stationed in Washington, D.C. LASHEROOX stated that the detectives 
dindicated that he nad been somewhat uncooperative when questioned by 

_ the police in his room at the hotel. LASHBROOR said that he explained 
to the detectives that because of tne nature of SUBJECT's illness he 
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was reluctant to discuss it before so many peopl2. He indicated to the 
detectives that ne came to New York with tae SUBJICT to see Dre 
ABRANSCN and that the SUBJECT was se: AZRAISC! because of mental 
illness. LASHEROCK told the detec he was to accomany the 
SUBJECT to Chestnut Lodme at Rockville, Maryland, LASHBROOK stated 
that the detectives tren exenined his wallet. The wallet contained 
his AGO pass, #195652, and an Army Chenical Conter pass, #C€750. The 
wallet also contained a small sliv of paver with about thirty unrelated 
letters of the alphabet. LASHERCOK explained to th2 roporting agent 
that this was a coded safe combination. He stated tnat the police 
passed right over these pavers and’ did not copy them. The wallet also 
contained Azency pass 72-2h) with Serial #C1168321£29. This pass 
indicated "If found return to 2ox 1925, Washington, D.c." This 

pass was not axes 2d by the detectives and not identified or 
explained oy LA OKe He indicated also that he advised the 

Police Denartacnt that he 200K, shared his apartaent in Washing- 
ton, D.C., with SD7Ei SPOSTIL. Atthe conclusion of th2 interview 

by the detectives, all papers were returned to LA OX and thay 
assured him that there would be no publicity emanating from the Police 
Department recardine tne incident. They reauested that between the 
hours of 9:00 asm. and 12:00 noon on 28 November 1953, LASHERCOK 
identify SUZJECT's tody at the Morgue, Bellevue Hospital, 2$th Street 
and First Avenue, New York City. They further indicated that there 
would not be any further need to question him. 





































The interview was concluded at about 9:30 a.m. and reporting 
agent advised LASH=2COX that he would contact him at the Statler Hotel 
when LASHBROOK returned from the Bellevue Morgue. 





At about 12:30 p.m, reporting agent and LASHEROOK met at 
the Hotel Statler. Li! K advised that he had made the official 
identification of SU3JZCT's body and that funeral arrangements would 
be made by Colonel RUWET or the SUBJECT's wife. Reporting agent re- 
mained with LASH:RCCK until 5:00 p.m. LASHBRCCK made a number of 
phone calls durine the afternoon and other than exhibiting fatigue, 
appeared commletely composed. He advised that pursuant to instructions 
received froa Dr. GOTTLIZ3 he was to meet with Dr. ASRANSON at 
9:15 pem. on the 2&th to obtain a report fron Dr. ABRAISOM which he 
was to take to Washington. 
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At 5:00 pem., Agent WALTER P.T., Jr., met reporting agent 
and ROBIRT LASHERCCK at Pennsylvania Station at New York City. Pursuant 
to instructions, Agent WALT P.T. accompanied LA. CK throughout 
the evening and report: agent departed. LASHIROCK indicated that 
he would like to take a walk and go to a movie until his 9:15 p.1. 
appointment. After seeing "Cease Fire" at the Criterion (hth Stree’ 
and Broadway) and dinner at Mc Ginnis's Restaurant (Léth Street and 
Broadway), LASHSRCOX and Agent WALTS2 P.T. walked to 133 Sast 15&th 
Street, New York, N. Ye, arriving there at about 9:15 peme Upon 
arriving there, they proc2eded to Roon 310. LA: 20CK indicated that 
he preferred to have tne mt wait in the reception room while ha 
spoke to Dr. AZUALIS LAS: (CK introduced the agent to Dr. AERAMSON 
without the us2 of the agent's nane and indicated that he was a friend 
accompanying hin in an advisory capacity. while remaining in the 
outer office, Aven LTD P.T. overheard a portion of the conv2rsa- 
tion between LASEEROCK and Dr. ABRYISON. This conversation is swriarized 
as follows: 





























Upon closing the door, Dr. ABZA*SO! and LASHERGCK started a 
discussion relating to security. Dr. ABR2VISO! was aeard to coment 
to LASHBROCK that he was worried about him. LiSHERCCK then stated 
that he thoucht it would be best if he dictated to Dr. ADRAMSON. 
Prior to his dictation, they listened to portions of a conversation 
which had been recorcede Altho names w2r2 not mentioned, it is 
believed that the recording represented an interview between a 
physician or psychiatrist and the SUSJSCI. Follewine this, LASHS20CK 
started to dictate to Dr. 4 SC: concerning the SUEJZCT. This 
related to LASHERCOK's observations of SUBJSCT's behaviour prior to 
LASHEROOK told Dr. ABRAMSON that SUBJZCT had told 
him that as far back as March 1953 SUSJECT's wife had suggested that 
SUBJECT see a doctor because of his depressed condition. LASHEXOCK 
further stated that it was his impression that SUSJHCT had delusions 
and was suffering from guilt and persecution comlexes. LASHSROOK 
mentioned that SUBJECT thouzht he was stealing money from the govern- 
ment.

Toward the close of his dictation, LASHEROOK’ 
indicated that he had had dinner at the hotel with the SUBJECT at 
which tine the SUSJECT had said to hin, "I haven't felt better for a 
long time." Several times during LASHEROOX's dictation, tne dictation 
was interrupted and he and Dr. ADRANSON listened to portions of

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Agent WALTER P.T. heard LASHEROOK and Dr. ABRAMSON leave the 
room clos2st to the outside office and enter another room. At this 
point, LASH=ISCOK and Dr. AZRAMSC!] were-anpnparently havine a drink. Or. 
ABRAMSO! was heard to renark to LASHERCOK that he was "worried as to 
whether or not the deal was in jeopardy" and that he thought "that 
the operation Ganrerous and that the whole deal should be re=- a 
analyzed." LA. OY rejoined Acent WALTER P.T. in 
the outer office at about 10:30 p Dre AERUSCT accompanied LASH- 
BROOK and the agent to the street. On the way down, ire 
spoke to LASHERCCK using medical terns which LA of bee 
understood bow: P.T. got the impression that 
LASHBROOK is a doctor or scientist. 









Agent WALTER P.T. and LASHEROCK took a taxi from SEth Street

Detectives WARD and MULLES advised that the SUBJECT's case 
had been given little publicity but this wes not because the reporters 
were not interested in the case at the time that it happened, but 
rather that none of ths more important New Yo: raspapers have been 
published since the incident occurred. They said that reporters had 
been around the station house trying to get details on the story on 
the day it happened but advised wnat after twenty-four hours news stories 
lose their value. 





Detectives WARD and MULLES were fully cooperative and advised 
that they would be willing to give further help if it were desired.

Memorandum for: General Counsel 
Subject: Observations on Mr. Frenk Olson from 24 November 
through 27 iioverber 1953 


1. I unterstand that in connection with the submission of 
@ claim to the Bureen of Frployees Corpensation, you wish a report on 
the events prior to the death of Mr. Oison from me. The following is 
submitted for your records. 


2. I saw Mr. Olson in the company of Dr. Tashbrook ani 
Colonel Ruvet in ry office in New Yorn City, 133 East 58th Street. I 
understooi that he hai been agitated for scme time and that he had ocen 
meking stat< sred to te confused. I was asked to rake 
further odsers preper treatment for Mr. Olson could te 
instituted for Mr. Olson if any treetment was considered necessary. 













3. On Tuesday, 24 November 1953, conversations were bequn 
which centered mainly on cur carlier raetinss durirs the wer in skh 
end 1645. older interests were recelled. We discuseci constmic- 
tion of sas racks, filtraticn probless, our attituics towards ritual 
frierds, eni rany things which were most perti t at that tine. Our 
conversation at this noint was om a sociel lev in vhich the ratient 
had, contrary to his leter ettitudes, en excellent feeling and menory 
for people, events and realistic aspects of these reople and events. 

He did show thet he wes unier strain by his mannerisms but at no tine 
during his primary converention did he appear to be definitely out of 
touch with reslity. Dr. L rook and Colonel Rurret left the office 
and I spent ehcut one hour alone with Mr. Olson. As soon as these 
gentlemen left, he shcved sreater anxiety about his sense of inadequacy 
ific performance of his duties. 
He was obsessed with the idca that his memory was poor, that nis work 
was inedeounte, and that he was faili to live up +o expectations of 
his fomily end friends. He mentioned thet he was dishonest because he 
had been retired from the Amv for an ulcer and shewed a certain amcunt 
of unreslistic but nevertheless anticipated quilt feelings about teking 
retirement ony. I attempted to confirm what I had heard thet an experi- 
ments had been performed esrecially to trap him the preceding week but 






















“he emphssized thet his present problem did not ley in that crea and that 
his problem wes his own ability to live vp to his am concept of what his 
perforrance of his duties should be and. his inepility to attain the per- 
fection cessit: by the needs of his work. He, himself, rointed out 
that ne was asked to take over more responsibility and heed up a di- 
vision he refused and went into a state of ranic feeling that he could 
hardly, with his own growing feelings cf inadequacy in his work, take over 
more responsibility. 
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4, That evening, in order to keep in contact with hin end to 
accumulate more date, I vent to the hotel and spent from 10:30 to 11:30 
with Mr. Olson, Dr. Leshbrock and Colonel Fuvet. Again, Mr. Olson ap- 
peared to reintein en exc 4 relatienship with all of us. Althouza 
apprehensive he enpirently was mich calmer end efter a strictly social 
discussion ssid left, "You knew, I feel a lot better. This is what 
I have deen needing." 













5. The next dey Mr. Olson spent an hour with me in which he 
agein epncerei agitated. Tnrere was rererteld discussion of his concern 
with the quality of his work, his cuilt on being retired from the Arry 
for an wleer, and his releese of classified inform:tion. He said that 
he had had these feelings for e very long tine end that they hed nct 
started the week before when he nerticir: i in en exreriment end that, 
indeei, in rch of 1953 his wife thovtht that he wes so depressed and 
agitetcd thet she thevzht thnt he srould see a doctor. Ne seid 
he hei veen sleenins poorly since Merch of 1953 end lified nis diffi- 
culties with rererd to poor ory and poor werk. Hovever, I could not 
harnmorize what he said about his job nerformance with the attitude of his 
superiors since he hed teen erei a division. Wor did this check with 
repeated questioning of past events. I acsin atterpted to cet further 
inforration in reserd to his feclings of persecution but at no time did 
he speszk cf anyone but with the hichest rezard for both friends ani 
family. Ee stxted erplicitly that he wished to go back home end thet 
arrangements had teen rade. I saw no way in which this could be pre- 
vented but plens were mede for his return and further discussion. 
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6. I unterstand that on his way home he became egitated, very 
confused, end insisted en coming back to see re. He errived in ry Hunt- 
ington cffice about four o'clock and this tine the pent-up feelings which 
he hed successfully nidden burst out in the grestest detsil. The patient 
explicitly stated that he hed long felt tist his inability to sleep was

like benzedrine in his coffee at nicht to keep him awekxe; thet he had 
heard voices the nicht tefore tellizcg him to throw ex his vallet. His 
history nov erystellizei into a definite form if we eccept what he seid 
that he hed ceen delusional et least for veexs, probaoly montas, but thet 
he had been adle to crerate feirly welt-excent in certain crises such es 
being offered rore responsibility in taking over the division. 





T- The diesnosis ves quite clenr of a neychotic stste 
which seened to have been crystallized by an exrerirent in which Mr. 
Olson particivated the precedirg verk, rently on e Taursday. He 
felt that his feelinss during the experiment vere like those of being over- 
whelned by a mountain very mich the sane es he felt when he had to texe 
over a new resronsibility. Since the experirent he felt that he wes not 
able to deel with his work as well as he hud devore arl elthous 
sonally censidered the exmerirent to be unrelated to his basic 
he hes nevertheless felt worse since, end that the experiment might have 
intensified rany of his prodblens.

During tke period described sbove and before the experiment my estizate 
of Dr. Frank R. Olson is as follows — 

His personality was that almost of an extrovort. Ho liked a practical 
Joke, did not carry it to excess. 

Socially, he was very popular, “life of the yarty" types Ke was the 
first one on Land to assist anyone tho might have troubles either professio=— 
nelSy or fersonal. He and his wife were extreusly 1opular persons on the 
Camp. , 

As a professional man my ectimate of his ability is that he was outetand~ 
ing. The extant cf my contsct with hin hao already boen steted fron Gcto- 
ver (professionally and at work) from Jily, 1951, to Janunry, 1952, the con 
tact was duily. 

Fron January, 1952 to June, 1953, it was prcbvably on the order of 2 or 3 
times a week. Fron June, 1953, until his death tho contact was daily. At 
all tincs frou June, 1951, and until his death ny social contact with him and 
his farily was intinate. 

For the period in which I have mowledge ny estimete of the performance 
of his duties officially wes satisfectory to outstending. I would say that 
from the cunuletive standpoint and in cozparison with other scientists doing 
similar tyre of work he was cutstandirng. 


During the reriod prior to the experiment =y opinion cf his state of nind 


was thet I noticed nothing wiich would lead me to beleive that he was 
of unsorré mind. He had the norzsl fanily worries, (worries that I con- 
sider to bo noril). Occassionally he had trouble with his ulcers but 
was dlways reluctant to discuss personal troubles with ore 
Professionslly he was m2king very finé rrogresg particularly in the 
last year end was mest succeesful in the work he was doing. 
I would further like to insert es regards to this personality or per= 
sonal habits that he did smoke and did take social drinks but did not use 


either to excess, 


The experizent took place Thursday, Noverber 19th, 1953 in the evening. 
I saw Dr. leon on Friday morning. Wo had breakfast and he appeared to 
be agitated and at the time I did not consider this to be ebnornal under 
the circuzstances. 

Immediately after breskfast on Friday morninz, Novernber ZOth, Dr. Olson 


cane to bo and had asked if I would object if he rode tack to "homo~atation" 





with Mr. Chanrlin. I stated, "Of courte, not; that it wen perfectly al- 
right with re." 

The next tina I saw Dr. Olson was on Mondsy morning, 23rd of Novexbder, 
1953, I came to work about 7:30 and Dr. Olson was waiting for me in his 
office, He appearad to be agitated and asked me if I shovzic fire hi or 
should he quit.

About 10:30 p.u. Dr. Abreanscn cane and brought a bottle of bourbon and

said,'Well, it's tine to go to bed." Ee suggested to Dr, Olson that he 
take a "Nembutal" which he did at thet tine and that Dr. Olson take eno= 
ther should he heve difficulty sleeping.

CASE REPORT ON PATIENT JOHN Q. SMITH 


I was called in consultation to see Sir. John Q. smith 
about ten days after tir. Smith had received 70 micrograms by 
mouth in a highly protected situation. ur. Smith, although 
agitated and concerned over his relationships in work situations, 
related very well to his friends, to «sc, and to conmunity proolems 
in general. It appeared that Mr. smith had proround guilt teel- 
ings because he had been retired as an oificer during the last 
war and was drawing a pension. His intense feelings of guilt 
resulted from receiving government money to which he felt that he 
was not entitled. These feelings were not eliminated by his 
realistic understanding that he had appeared before a retirement 
board. A strong feeling of inadejuacy dominated his present work. 
He felt that he was not doing as good a job as he thought he 
should even though he was thousht well of by his colleagues and 
promotions had come readily. In several hours of interviewing 
for a period of two days his agitation could not be directly 
linked with a psychotic state until he said that his.slecpless- 
ness had been caused by the FBI who had surreptitiously been 
placing amphetamine or caffeine in his food at night to keep 
him awake. These feelings of having drugs being placed in his 
food had been present tor at least five months before he had 
received his therapeutic dose of 70 micrograms. He also dis- 
closed that he had shown bizarre behavior for mine months berore 
so that his wife thought he needed medical attention. This led 
to an outpouring of an intense desire on his part to be punished 
by the authorities tor his past conduct of taking money fraud- 
ulently from the government following his retirement by an Army 
board. 


Subseyuent discussion with the patient and an accon- 
panying friend led to his agreeing to enterirg a mental insti- 
tution. Different hospitals were discussed. He chose one near 
his home and appeared to be relicved that some decision had 
been made to take care of his problems. Accoripanied by his 
friend who shared the same room with him he went to a hotel for 
the night because the hospital chosen was distant and he could 
not he accepted at once. In the middle of the night without 
any warning he plunged head-first through a heavy glass window 
shattering it ard fell to his death on the pavement below. 


Information subsejuently received revealed that he 
had discussed suicide freyuently during the previous year and 
to the best of my information had been talked out of suicide 
twice. In my opinion tir. Smith had been suffering ior sone 
tine with a paranoid type of depressive psychosis which, 
although reluctantly recognized by his family and friends, had 
not received adeyuate medical care. It is ny opinion, also, 
in view of my expericnce with various ambulatory types of 
Subjects. that this dosage could hardly have had any signifi-

SUBJECT: Frank R. Olson 


Mr. Olson, who committed suicide on 28 November 1953, 
was a civilian employee of the U. S. Army Chemical Corps 
then located at Camp Dietrich. At 0500 hours on 28 November 
1953, Colonel Sheffield Edwards, then the Director of Security, 
was called by Bernard Doran who asked for a meeting among Mr. 
Doran, Dr. Sidney Gottlieb, Dr. Gibbons, and Colonel Edwards. 
During this meeting, it was related that Nr. Olson had been 
in New York City during the preceding week undergoing psychiatric 
treatment. femorctr —tsesicoxoramsorn. Mr. Olson had been 
accompanied by Retmrrtasitroek, a TSS emloyee at that time. 
Mr“tasttreok and Mr. Olson_had a room at the Statler Hotel in 
New..York City.- At 0230~hours ,~Mt.—beshhriek was awakened by a 
~erash and discovered that Mr. Olson had dived through the 
hotel window. After this incident, Mr. Lishbrook called Dr. 
Gottlieb and then called the hotel desk wWiich, in turn, called 
the police. 








Drs. Gibbons and Gottlieb related ta. the Director of 
Security the fact that on Wednesday and Tiursday, 18 and 19 
November 1955, a group of individuals frot Camp Dietrich and 
from TSS assembled at a cabin at Deer Craik Lake. Dr. Gottlieb 
Stated that there were seven (7) individudls (not fully 
identified) from Camp Dietrich and three (5) individuals from 
TSS. They stated that TSS liaison in comection with the 
"Special Operations" group at Camp Dietrich, had been kept on 
an EYES ONLY basis known only to a few pesons in the Agency 
and at Camp Dietrich. It was stated thatthis liaison was 
known to GeneratsBullenceent-tteery of tle Army Chemical Corps. 
The purpose of this liaison was to discusstheir work on matters 
of mutual interest in the sensitive and ewert fields. 


According to the information furniS*d by Dr. Gottlieb 
to Colonel Edwards, on the evening of 19:%ovember, it was 
decided to experiment with the drug LSD <4 for the members 
present to administer the drug to themseiys to ascertain the 
effect a clandestine application would hae on a meeting or 
conversation. Dr. Gottlieb stated that a"very small dose" 








of LSD was placed in a bottle of cointreau and that all present, 
except two (2) individuals, had a drink thereof. Mr. Olson was 
included in this group. Dr. Gottlieb reported that the drug 
had a definite effect on the group to the point where they were 
boisterous and could not continue the meeting or engage in 
sensible conversation. Dr. Gottlieb stated that Mr. Olson, 
among others, complained of wakefulness during the night. 


The information contained in Colonel Edwards’ memorandum 
for the record indicates that the LSD was administered with 
the knowledge of those present. However, a memorandum of 
conversation contained in I.G. files, dated 1 December 1955 
and bearing the signature block of the then Inspector General, 
indicates that the LSD was given to eight (8) of the individuals 
present, but that they were not told what they had been given 
until 20 minutes afterwards. However, the use of some drug of 
the LSD type had been discussed with Camp Dietrich representatives 


by Dr. Gottlieb and they all had agreed that an unwitting experi- 
ment would be useful. 


On Tuesday, 24 November 1953, the Commanding Officer of 
Special Operations, €etenel-Ructtetrie+ called Dr. Gottlieb 
and stated that Mr. Olson appeared mentally depressed. Dr. 
Gottlicb then suggested that Mr. Lashbrook take Nr. Olson to 
New York City to be treated by Drz—Abramson. From that point 
there were a series of psychiatric treatments in New York City 
until 28 November when it had been planned to place Mr. Olson 
in a sanitarium called Chestnut Hotel near Rockville, Maryland. 
Because Messrs. Lashbreok-and Olson had net been able to make 
plane reservations, they stayed overnight at the Statler on 
28 November when the suicide occurred. 


Subsequent to this incident, the matter was investigated 
by the 1.G. staff, which recommended to Mr. Allen Dulles that 
Drs. Gibbons, Drumm, and Gottlieb be reprimanded. I. G. investi- 
gation determined that Mr. Frank Wisner and Mr. Richard Helms 
were not aware that this experiment was to be conducted. 


Files of this Office reflect no indication that this 
experiment was part of any formal project.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 


SUBJECT: Project ARTICHOKE 


1. In the conduct of investigating Project ARTICHOKE, 
attempts were made to locate and review all available 
Office of Security information pertinent to Project ARTICHOKE. 
The information base for the memorandum "Tab A" was the 
materials found in old SRS files, specifically a box of 
materials provided out of retirement from WTC. The 2 
referenced box of materials also contained a file entitled 
"LSD," pertaining primarily to one Frank OLSON. Much of 
the information contained in the "LSD" file appeared to be 
1.G. file information. The Office of Security file on 
Frank OLSON was not reviewed as the OLSON matter was to 
be handled separately by a different reviewer. 


2. In searching Office of Security records, an indices 
card for a Project BLUEBIRD was found in SRD, reflecting an 
OS file number 69 208. However, an exhaustive effort to 
locate such file met with negative results. No record was 
found in SRD of any file entitled Project ARTICHOKE. It was 
speculated that perhaps the Project BLUEBIRD file was purged 
or destroyed routinely, and perhaps the indices card was 
inadvertently lett in the file. However, the fact remains 
that although an indices card reflecting Project BLUEBIRD 
was found, no file could be located. 


3. In attempting to locate all available information 
pertinent to Project ARTICHOKE inquiry, Messrs. COLE, SOLIE, 
and * were contacted and their assistance was obtained. 


4. As reflected in "Tab C}' a memorandum was prepared 
utilizing information from DDS&T sources. Old OSI information 


was reviewed for pertinent information regarding Project 
BLUEBIRD and Project ARTICHOKE.

5. -According to Mr. Robert GAMBINO, a review by 
Office of Medical Services personnel for pertinent 
Project ARTICHOKE materials initially failed to reflect 
relevant data. However, Dr. TIETJEN of Medical Services 
is reported to maintain certain sensitive files in his 
own safe, and on his return to duty, will search further 
for pertinent Project ARTICHOXE materials. 


6. In response to direction by Mr. GAMBINO, Mr. Bill 
SAMPEY of DDS&T was contacted on 51 January 1975 in an 
attempt to review OTS records for pertinent Project ARTICHOXE 
materials. Mr. SAMPEY reported that a discussion with 
Mr. Sayre STEV revealed that OTS had no pertinent records 
available. Mr. SAMPEY reflected that the Office of the DDS&T 
had "gone back to OTS seven or eight times" to obtain Project 
ARTICHOKE information, but none apparently remained in OTS. 
It has been reported that Dr. Sid GOTTLIEB destroyed a number 
of boxes of materials prior to his termination of Agency 
employment.

6. The predecessor organization of the Office of Technical 
Service also was interested in behavioral drugs, although none of 
the office's records on this activity are in existence, having been 
@estroyed in January 1973. As noted above it participated in the 
meetings of the so-called ARTICHOKE Cemmitiee. That office 
maintained liaison with personnel at Camp Dictrick, with whom 
meetings were held once or twice a year to discuss questions 
involving behavorial drugs. At one such mecting at Deep Creck 
Lake in Maryland, 15-19 November 1953, with seven representatives 
from Camp Dietrick and three from CIA, cight of those present were 

“administered LSD which had been introduced into a bottle of Cointreau, 
Although records of an inquiry by the Inspector General into the 
incident indicate that those present discussed testing on unwitting 
persons, and agreed in principle that such a program should be 






explored, none of them were advised until some 20 minutes after 
they drank the Cointreau that it had been treated with LSD. Of the 
two who did net take it, one did not drink alcoholic beverages at 
all ene the other refrained because of a heart condition. One of 
the members of the group, a civilian employee of the Department 
of Army named Frank R. Olson, had serious after-cffects. He 
was sent at CIA expense, with an escort from CIA, to New York 
where he reccived treatment from a psychiatrist, commencing 
24 November. While in New York for this treatment he threw 
himself through a closed Window in his room on the tenth fleor 
ofthe Statler Hotel, falling to his death, CIA, in a document of 
9 December 1953, signed by its General Counsel, certified that 
Dr. Olson's death resulted from "circumstances arising out of an 
experiment undertaken in the course of his official duties for the 
United States Government, "' This was the official position of the 
Agency, established for the purpose of assuring that the survivors 
of Dr. Olson received compensation from the BEC. Dr. Olson 
had experienced some instability and delusions prior to the 
incident, and it was judged that the drug served to trigger the 

+ act leading to his death, Official reprimands were issued by the 
DCI to three CIA employees held responsible for the incident.

Ye In-the review of file information contained in SRS 
materials, one incident which occurred in November 1955 
appears worthy of note. Although it was not clear from file 
information whether or not the incident occurred under the 
auspices of Project ARTICHOKE, the incident did involve use 
of LSD in-an experimental exercise. One Frank OLSON, a 
civilian ployee of the Department of the Arny, committed 
suicide a week or so after having bs administered LSD by 

an Agency representative. Details concerning this incident 
apparently will be reported in a separate memorandum, but 

it appears that the drug was administered to several unwitting 
subjects by a Dr. GOTTLIZB, at that time a branch chief in 
TSS (now OTS). A short time after the LSD was administered, 
the subjects were told that they had been given LSD. On 

the day following the experiment, OLSON began to behave in 

a peculiar and erratic manner and was later placed under the 
care of a psychiatrist. A few days later, OLSON crashed 
through a window in a New York hotel in an apparent suicide. 











A memorandum dated 1 December 1955 from the IG Staff 
caused the impoundment of all LSD materials. Information 
contained in the above mentioned files reflected that the 
drug had been administered without the prior knowledge or 
approval of the Office of Security or the Office of Medical 
Services.

SUBJECT : Alleged Illegal Domestic Activities 


(Suicide of Frank R. Olson) 


1. Reference is made to a 10 July 1975 request from 
Mr. Allan Brody of your Staff concerning the location of 
certain documents related to the 1953 suicide of Mr. Frank R. 
Olson. Mr. Brody requested that the Office of Security review 
the pertinent files concerning the suicide in an attempt to 
locate certain memoranda which had been prepared by the then 
Inspector General (Mr. Lyman Kirkpatrick) concerning the circum- 
stances surrounding Mr. Olson's death. 


2. A review of the documents contained in an Office of 
Security soft file entitled "LSD Material" disclosed several 
memoranda related to Mr. Olson which were of interest to the 
Inspector General. During discussions with Mr. Brody and 
Mr. Scott Breckinridge on 19 July 1975, Mr. Brody requested that 
he be furnished with a copy of the entire "LSD Material" soft 
file to aid in his review of the Frank R. Olson matter. 


3. Per the above discussions, copies of the entire "LSD 
Material" file are being forwarded herewith. 


4. This memorandum will further serve to confirm that on 
10 July 1975 a copy of the entire Office of Security file con- 
cerning Frank R. Olson (SF#98 450) was delivered to Mr. Allan 
Brody per his request upon the authorization of 
Deputy Director of Security (PSI).

12. In the review of file information contained in 
Identity 2 materials, one incident which occurred in November 
of 1955 appears worthy of note. Although it was not clear 
from file information whether or not the incident occurred 
under the auspices at Identity 1, the incident did involve 
use of LSD in an experimental exercise. Identity 17 committed 
suicide a week or so after having been administered LSD by 
an Agency representative. Details concerning this incident 
apparently will be reported in a separate memorandum, but it 
appears that the drug was administered to several unwitting 
subjects by Identity 18. A short time after the LSD was 
administered, the subjects were told by Identity 18 that 
they had been given LSD. On the day following the experiment, 
Identity 17 began to behave in a peculiar and erratic 
manner, and was later placed under the care of a psychiatrist. 
A few days later, Identity 17 crashed through a window in a 
New York hotel in an apparent suicide. 


13. A memorandum dated 1 December 1953 from Identity 
caused the impoundment of all LSD materials. Information 
contained in the above mentioned files reflected that the 
drug had been administered without the prior knowledge or 
approval of the Office of Security or Identity S.

8. The predecessor organization of the Office of Technical Service 
was the focal point for the operational investigation of behavioral drugs, 
although none of the office's records on this activity are in existence, 
having been destroyed in January 1973. As noted above it participated 
“in the meetings of the so-called ARTICHOKE Committee. That office 
maintained liaison with personnel at Iden 6 :, with whom meetings 
were held once or twice a year to discuss questions involving behavioral 
drugs. Atone such meeting at ‘Iden? in Maryland, 

Iden 8 1953, with seven representatives from Iden 6 sand 
three from CIA, eight of those present were administered LSD which had 
been introduced into a bottle of Cointreau. Although records of an inquiry 
by the Inspector General into the incident indicate that those present 


discussed testing on unwitting persons, and agreed in principle 

that such a program should be explored, none of them were advised 
until some 20 minutes after they drank the Cointreau that it had 

been treated with LSD. Of the two who did not take it, one did 

not drink alcoholic beverages at all and the other refrained be- 

cause of a heart condition. One of the members of the group, a 
civilian employee of the Department of Army named Iden 9, had 
serious after-effects. He was sent at CIA expense, with an 

escort from CIA to New York where he received treatment 

from a psychiatrist, commencing Iden 10. While in New York for 
this treatment he threw himself through a closed window in his room 
on the tenth floor of the Iden 11, falling to his death. CIA, ina 
document of Iden 12, signed by its Gencral Counsel, certified Iden 9 
death resulted from "circumstances arising out of an experiment 
undertaken in the course of his official duties for the United States 
Government, "(This was the official position of the Agency, established 
for the purpose of assuring that the survivors of Iden 9 received com- 
pensation from the BEC. Iden 9 had experienced some instability and 
delusions prior to the incident, and it was judged that the drug served 
to trigger the act leading to his death. Reprimands were issued by

of Frank R. Olson or participation in LSD experimentation by Frank R. Olson.
